few disadvantages however, since it

The conversion will allow the 1 901 to 
display Ihe same resolution as Ihe 
normal Amiga monitor; Ihe 1 061 . Il will 
also alow the display of all 4-096 
colours, which is probably more 
important. You vrill fiwi that you will get 
Ihe same flicker effect when using Ihe 
Interlaced' hi-res mode, buf most 
standard monitors hove this problem so 
you aren'l losing anything there. 

There is only one speaker in the 1 90! 
so you won't get stereo sound out of it, 
but since the Amiga sound comes oul of 
separate connecton al the rear you can 
easily toke the so und through 0 portable 
cassette player which hasa stereo line 
inputto give full stereo effects.
